sorely beset by the Russian Bolshevik 
arm ies, called upon 4hc United Stntes 
today for moral support In her des­ 
perate battle with the soviet forces 
Through 
its legation here the new 
republic not only asked 
for an ex­ 
pression from the state department 
but also from President Wilson, de­ 
claring that such public statem ents 
would 
go far toward 
strengthening 
the m orale of its soldiers and people. 
Poland's request was given serious 
consideration at the state departm ent 
and It was expected tlru a decision 
would not long be dela> 
h 
Mean­ 
time officials refrained from discuss­ 
ing It. 
W hatever the ultim ate decis­ 
ion, there were Indications of their 
sympathy with 
the 
Polish republic. 
It was recalled 
that 
the 
American 
government had steadfastly refused to 
recognize the soviet regime and that 
less than two years ago the state de­ 
partm ent requested 
the 
allied 
and 
neutral nations to Join in declaring 
th* 
Bolshevik international 
outlaws. 
Arguments in I avor 
Argum ents 
for Am erican 
support 
aet forth the Incongruity of the Unit­ 
ed States alundoning the republic with 
whose establishment it had so much 
to do 
Representatives of the lega­ 
tion declared that while th< «tiuation 
had been 
made 
desperate 
by 
the 
enorm ous 
weight 
of 
the 
Russian 
forces, it was not too late to avert 
disaster and 
that an 
expression of 
support and sympathy by the pr«si- 
dent would be of great aid. 
Hope 
expressed 
at the 
state 
departm ent that the Bolshevik would 
accept !h e Polish request for an a r­ 
mistice. but reports from Moscow of 
the attitude of the soviet rulers caus­ 
ed officials to regard the outcom e witU 
much skepticism . 
Experts who have been studying the 
situation F e re divided as to hew much 
support should be given Poland to re* 
»tve her fighting forces to where thet 
Could Withstand the Russian armies.
